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ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  forty-third  Annual  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  for  the  year  ended  31 
December,  1950. 

The  School  Health  Service  is  gradually  adapting  itself  to  the  changes  brought  about  by  the  Nation 
Health  Service  Act  and  parents  are  also  adjusting  themselves  to  the  new  conditions  with  resultant  benefit  to  t 
smoother  running  of  the  Service. 

The  Audiometrician  appointed  in  January,  has  now  completed  his  training  and  has  already  done  valual 
work  in  the  ascertainment  of  deafness  amongst  school  children  and  remedial  measures  have  been  applied  wht 
necessary  as  will  be  seen  from  the  particulars  given  later  in  the  report. 

Unfortunately  no  further  advance  has  been  possible  in  the  appointment  of  a Speech  Therapist,  but  effo: 
axe  still  being  made  in  this  direction. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  arrangements  made  for  operati 
treatment  of  Tonsil!  and  Adenoids.  Two  sessions  per  week  are  now  given  to  this  work  at  St.  Woolos  Hospit 
but  as  new  members  of  the  school  population  are  constantly  being  added  to  the  already  lengthy  list,  the  acti 
numbers  still  waiting  operation  do  not  appear  appreciably  smaller,  although  a larger  number  of  cases  have  be 
dealt  with.  All  cases  of  children  found  to  have  enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  at  routine  inspections  are  kc 
under  observation  for  varying  periods  before  deciding  that  it  is  necessary  to  place  them  on  the  JVaitmg  List  . 
Tonsillectomy.  The  Aural  Specialists  continue  to  attend  the  School  Clinic  for  special  sessions  in  connection  w 
the  Prevention  of  Deafness,  and  many  of  their  cases  are  referred  for  inclusion  on  the  waiting  List  for  Tons 
lectomy.  During  the  year  the  Deputy  School  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Clark,  carried  out  a survey  of  a cross  section  of  ca 
awaiting  Tonsillectomy  including  a control  group,  and  a summary  of  his  findings  will  be  found  later  in  t 
report.  A large  number  of  the  children,  including  the  control  group,  have  a certain  degree  of  anaemia.  I 
possibility  of  some  connection  between  tliis  condition  and  tbe  present  rationing’  and  big'b  cost  of  living  can  oi 
be  a matter  of  surmise. 

No  Orthoptist  Service  has  yet  been  set  up  at  the  Authority’s  Clinic  by  the  Newport  and  East  Monmou 
shire  Hospitals  Management  Committee,  but  school  children  will,  in  the  near  future,  be  referred  to  the  Ro; 
Gwent  Hospital  for  Orthoptic  investigation  and  report. 

The  scheme  for  Dental  Treatment  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  of  nursing. and  expectant  moth 
and  children  of  pre-school  age  proves  very  successful  under  the  able  control  of  the  Senior  Dental  Officer,  a 
the  new  surgery  for  this  Service  is  now  available.  The  greatest  difficulty  still  remains,  namely  the  appointment 
the  Maternfty  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  of  a Dental  Surgeon  to  carry  out  this  service  under  the  direct] 
of  the  Senior  Dental  Officer,  so  that  the  sessions  may  be  held  during  the  day  time  and  not  during  the  evenn 
as  at  present.

I wish  here  to  again  thank  Dr.  Laird  for  the  information  supplied  and  to  express  my  appreciation  of  her 
willingness  and  that  of  her  staff,  to  be  of  assistance  at  all  times  to  the  School  Health  Service. 

Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism. 

During  the  medical  inspections,  130  cases  of  heart  conditions  came  under  observation,  59  being  classified 
as  Organic  and  71  as  Functional.  There  were  also  G8  cases  of  Rheumatism  encountered  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis. 

49  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  all  kinds  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  The  varieties  were  Pulmonary: 
Definite  0,  Suspected  19;  Non-Pulmonary  : Glands  18,  Bones  and  Joints  8;  Other  Forms  4. 

Other  Defects  and  Diseases. 

1,219  cases  came  under  observation  during  the  year.  They  comprised  the  following:  Diseases  of  the  Ali- 
mentary tract,  such  as  Stomatitis,  Gastritis,  Enteritis,  Appendicitis,  etc.;  Diseases  of  the  Genito-Urinary  Organs, 
such  as  Nephritis,  Cystitis,  Eneuresis,  etc. ; Infectious  Diseases,  Major  Injuries,  Rheumatism,  etc. 

Following  Up  and  After  Care. 

The  number  of  visits  to  homes  for  “following  up  ” and  “ after  care  ’’  purposes  was  1,061  for  maintained 
Primary  School  pupils  and  846  in  the  case  of  maintained  Secondary  School  pupils. 

TREATMENT. 

Uncleanliness. 

There  is  a Cleansing  Station  at  the  Clinic,  and  this  was  utilised  in  12  cases.  In  addition,  97  pupils  were 
treated  by  Liquid  Derbac  at  Schools. 

It  was  found  possible  to  obtain  the  desired  results  in  the  remainder  of  the  cases  from  treatment  at  home. 
Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin. 

The  total  number  of  minor  ailments  and  diseases  of  the  skin  treated  during  the  year  was  2,050,  of  which 
1,957  received  treatment  at  the  Clinic  and  93  elsewhere,  These  were  made  up  as  follows:  —

The  total  attendances  for  treatment  made  by  pupils  from  maintained  Primary  and  maintained  Secondary 
Schools  at  the  authority’s  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  was  13,971.  There  has  been  no  appreciable  difference  in  the 
attendance  at  the  Minor' Ailment  Clinic  since  the  commencement  of  the  National  Health  Service. 


Visual  Defects  and  External  Eye  Diseases. 

Mr.  I . W.  Robertson,  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  specially  appointed  by  the  Education  Committee  for  this 
work  in  1932,  held  149  sessions  during  the  year,  and  he  reports  as  follows  : — 

“ During  the  year  1,675  cases  were  examined  for  defective  vision,  making  an  average  of  11  per 
session.  In  addition  13  special  cases  were  examined.”

The  Operations  were  performed  at  St.  W oolos  Hospital  by  Mr.  Sutton,  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Surg-eon. 

In  addition  31  cases  were  treated  other  than  through  the  Education  Committee’s  arrangements. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1950  the  waiting-list  for  operations  for  the  removal  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  was  as

A pilot  investigation  was  conducted  amongst  school  children  to  determine  the  consequences,  ill  or  other- 
resulting  upon  enlarged  tonsils  of  long  standing.  The  form  of  the  investigation  was  limited  to  100  school 
drer  of  various  ages  of  both  sexes  attending  the  Infants  and  Junior  Schools.  The  details  of  the  investigation 
udered  the  effects  of  enlarged  tonsils  upon  speech,  breathing,  sleeping,  weight,  height,  appetite,  recreation, 
irrent  tonsillitis,  condition  of  the  ears,  of  the  neck  glands,  incidence  of  Diphtheria,  and  Scarlet  Fever,  swa.bs 
he  nose  and  throat  and  estimation  of  anaemia  in  the  blood.  The  control  group  of  a similar  number  of  children 
e examined  on  the  same  lines,  the  children  in  this  group  being  composed  of  those  whose  tonsils  and  adenoids  had 
l removed  not  less  than  1^  years  previously.  The  conclusion  drawn  from  the  investigation  is  that  with  the  re- 
■al  of  enlarged  tonsils,  recurrent  sore  throats  cease  and  regular  attendance  at  school  is  resumed.  Speech 
.ms  to  a natural  intonation  and  clearness,  and  natural  breathing  through  the  nose  at  rest  resumes.  Sleep, 
■efore,  becomes  more  restful  and  less  disturbed  on  account  of  unnatural  breathing.  Enlarged  glands  of  the 
c,  large  or  small,  appear  to  quickly  subside. 

Enlarged  tonsils  do  not  appear  to  be  dangerous  harbourages  for  the  dissemination  of  infectious  disease, 
>ne  might  reasonably  surmise. 
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Finally,  in  comparing-  the  state  of  anaemia,  the  control  g-roup  was  not  more  favourable  than  the  group  whe 
enlarg-ed  tonsils  were  in  existence. 

Ear  Diseases  and  Defective  Hearing. 

822  cases  of  ear  disease  and  defective  hearing  were  treated  at  the  Clinic  and  137  elsewhere. 

Aural  Clinic. 

This  Aural  Clinic  is  held  for  the  purpose  of  treating  chronic  ear  conditions  with  a view  to  the  prevent! 
of  deafness,  and  42  sessions  were  held  by  Mr.  D.  B.  Sutton  and  Mr.  J.  L.  D.  Williams,  the  Aural  Surgeons,  durii 
the  year  under  review. 

358  pupils  were  examined,  and  the  sources  from  which  they  came  are  as  follows:  Maintained  Prima 

Schools,  263;  Maintained  Secondary  Schools,  58;  Nursery  Schools,  6;  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Dept.,  31. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  made  at  the  Clinic  by  these  pupils  was  609.

Ascertainment  of  Defective  Hearing. 

The  apparatus  for  carrying  out  the  test  is  a gramophone  audiometer,  which  is  operated  by  a trained  techi 
cian.  The  procedure  adopted  is  that  schools  are  visited  in  rotation  and  children  are  examined  in  groups  of  20 
as  required.  Those  children  found  to  have  a defect  of  hearing  are  examined  clinically  by  the  Deputy  Scho 
Medical  Officer  for  detection  of  causes  of  deafness,  which  may  be  mechanical,  due  to  wax  or  due  to  disease 
the  ear,  nose  or  throat.  Where  such  conditions  are  found  present,  the  child  is  referred  for  appropriate  trea 
ment  at  the  School  Clinic  or  referred  to  the  consultant  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist  for  further  examinatu 
and  treatment.  At  the  completion  of  this  treatment  the  child  is  tested  again  by  the  Audiometrician  at  the  Scho 
Clinic.  Furthermore  all  cases  where  there  is  defective  hearing  are  considered  for  favourable  placing  in  tht 
class  so  as  to  obtain  the  maximum  benefit  of  education,  and  the  Head  Teacher  is  advised  accordingly.

The  local  Chest  Physicians  are  now  regarded  as  part-time  officers  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the

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School  Dental  Service.  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1950. 

The  year  1950  for  the  School  Dental  Service  has  been  a continuation  of  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  too  ft 
Dental  Officers  for  the  school  population.  As  the  shortage  of  Dental  Officers  is  a direct  result  of  the  low  rate 
remuneration  in  the  School  Dental  Service,  the  position  is  not  likely  to  be  remedied  until  the  question  has  bei 
satisfactorily  settled. 

Until  such  time  arrives  with  its  propect  of  increased  staff  little  progress  can  be  expected  in  giving  t 
necessary  dental  attention  to  the  Priority  classes. 

Despite  difficulties  encountered  some  advance  on  last  year  has  been  made  with  increased  numbers  for  : 
forms  of  treatment. 

The  figures  for  the  year  will  be  seen  in  Table  IV. 

Staff 

The  staff  remains  the  same  as  last  year  namely  2 Dental  Officers  and  3 Dental  Attendants.  With 
school  population  of  15,385  children  this  means  that  each  Dental  Officer  is  responsible  for  over  7,600  childi 
which  compares  badly  with  the  recommended  figure  of  3,000  per  Officer. 

INSPECTIONS. 


A.  — Periodic 

During  the  year  16  schools  involving  24  Departments  were  visited  for  a.  periodic  inspection  when  a to 
594  children  were  examined.  This  figure  means  that  only  36.3  /o  of  the  school  population  received  a den 
examination  in  school.  At  this  rate,  with  present  staff  shortages  some  years  must  elapse  to  complete  a roc 
of  inspection  of  all  schools  in  the  town. 

Despite  difficulties,  invitations  to  parents  to  attend  the  first  dental  inspection  in  schools  were  eontinu 
It  was  feit  that  the  slight  increase  in  time  necessitated  by  these  invitations  was  more  than  balanced  by  the  adc 
interest  and  appreciation  of  the  parents. 

Of  the  5,594  children  inspected  in  schools  2,884  or  51.5%  were  referred  to  the  Clinic  for  treatment. 

During  the  year  the  children  of  two  Nursery  Schools  were  inspected  when  out  of  44  examined  onh 
children  had  to  be  referred  for  treatment. 

B.  — Special 

Special  inspections  refer  to  examinations  carried  out  at  the  Clinic  and  are  largely  of  children  sent 
parents,  teachers,  doctors  and  nurses  who  require  emergency  treatment  for  the  relief  of  toothache  and  oral  sep 
and  those  in  need  of  advice  on  some  abnormality  present  in  the  mouth. 

The  number  of  such  special  inspections  was  2,558  which  is  an  increase  of  37 8 on  last  year. 

This  increase  is  mainly  due  to  a resumption  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  operations.  It  is  not  generally  reali 
that  the  dental  department  has  to  examine  and  treat  all  children  preparatory  to  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  operatic 
and  make  dentally  fit  all  children  going  away  to  Special  Schools  and  Homes.  During  the  year  about  500  d 
children  received  a special  inspection  and  any  treatment  found  necessary. 

It  is  regretted  that  some  teachers  still  persist  in  sending  children  to  the  Clinic  in  the  mornings  for  1 
special  examination,  instead  of  keeping  to  the  arranged  time  of  3.30  p.rn.  This  greatly  inconveniences  the  dei 
staff  and  causes  parents,  in  many  instances,  an  extra  visit. 

TREATMENT. 

A total  of  870  sessions  were  devoted  to  treatment  when  6,332  attendances  were  made  by  4,303  childi 
A. — Fillings 

1 504  fillings  were  inserted  in  permanent  teeth  compared  with  1,403  the  previous  year.  As  in  recent  ye 
because  ’of  shortage  of  dental  Officers  the  temporary  teeth  had  to  be  neglected  in  favour  of  the  permanent  te. 
and  this  explains  why  only  3 fillings  were  inserted  in  temporary  teeth. 

Despite  the  publicity  given  to  dentistry  and  the  well  known  difficulty  of  obtaining  treatment  there  still 
mains  a number  of  children,  particularly  among  the  bigger  girls,  who  refuse  to  have  fillings. 

B — Extractions  and  General  Anaesthetics 

A total  of  8,902  teeth  were  extracted  of  which  1,508  w^ere  permanent  teeth.  This  figure  for  permai

re-School  Children 

In  addition  to  the  children  attending  maintained  schools,  371  pre-school  children  visited  the  Clinic  for 
ie  relief  of  toothache,  this  is  an  increase  of  74  on  last  year.  648  teeth  were  extracted  with  345  General  Anaes- 
letics  being  administered  for  the  purpose.  This  is  equivalent  to  16  sessions  of  treatment  for  school  children. 

ental  Caries 

Recently  a periodic  survey  of  the  teeth  of  schoolchildren  has  been  started  by  a group  of  dental  officers  of 
ocal  Authorities,  to  show  the  incidence  of  dental  caries. 

During  the  war  years  it  was  thought  the  teeth  of  children  showed  evidence  of  less  caries  than  was  found 
i pre-war  years,  but  unfortunately  no  figures  were  available  for  comparison.  This  omission  is  now  to  be  rectified. 

The  reduction  in  caries  during  the  war  years  was  thought  to  be  due,  among  other  factors,  to  shortage  of 
ifldren  SW6etS’  an<  tae  mcrease  m mtake  of  vitamins  and  oils  as  supplied  to  expectant  mothers  and  young 


. First  figures  from  the  Ministry  of  Education  Reports  and  covering  post-war  years  indicate  that  among 
e o year  old  school  children  there  is  on  average  only  21.7%  of  the  children  with  perfect  dentitions— no  sign  of 
nes,  missing  teeth  or  the  presence  of  fillings.  Furthermore  from  the  children  examined  it  was  found  an 
erage  of  4.3  teeth  per  child  showed  evidence  of  decay,  presence  of  fillings,  or  missing  teeth  (extracted). 

Qo/  in  Newport  a survey  by  the  Dental  Officers  of  518  schoolchildren  of  5 years  of  age  shows  that 

• 6/o  the  children  examined  have  perfect  dentitions  and  an  average  of  3.9%  teeth  per  child  show  evidence  of

Although  these  first  figures  show  a slight  improvement  on  the  average  for  the  combined  figures  of  other 
•a-  and  by  comparison  make  the  teeth  of  the  children  of  Newport  to  be  in  a slightly  better  condition  than  that 
, J?  feme  parts  of  the  country,  it  is  early  yet  in  view  of  the  small  numbers  examined  to  form  an  accurate 
d reliable  assessment. 

Nevertheless,  by  starting  such  a periodic  survey  in  Newport  the  School  Clinic  now  has  some  figures  for 
mpanson  with  the  future  years,  which  should  prove  of  rea.1  value  in  assessing  the  state  of  the  teeth  of  the 

»ool  children. 

kmises  and  Equipment 

During  the  year  the  extension  to  the  Dental  Department  of  two  additional  surgeries  was  completed,  now 
iking  a dental  block  in  the  basement  of  'the  School  Clinic  building  consisting  of  4 surgeries,  rinsing  room,  wait- 
f room,  office  and  toilets.  The  whole  has  been  painted  and  fitted  with  all  the  necessary  equipment  including  two 
«•  Gas  Anaesthetic  Machines. 

One  of  the  surgeries  with  its  equipment,  including  one  of  the  Gas  Machines  is  the  property  of  the  Health 
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Committee  for  use  with  the  H.  & C.W.  Dental  patients.  The  whole  department  has  a nice  clean  appearance  whic 
is  greatly  appreciated  by  staff,  patients  and  parents. 

There  still  remains  one  necessary  piece  of  equipment  to  be  procured,  namely  an  X-Ray  Machine,  and  it  i 
hoped  that  the  Committee  will  find  it  possible  to  install  this  in  the  near  future  — perhaps  in  conjunction  with  th 
Health  Committee.

Physical  Education  Report  1950  (Abridged). 


Physical  Training  General 

The  wider  scope  of  physical  activities  now  taught  in  the  schools  together  with  the  provision  of  more  gym- 
nastic apparatus  and  the  employment  of  specialist  teachers,  have  been  instrumental  in  raising  the  standard  oi 
physical  education  as  is  shown  by  the  splendid  successes  achieved  m all  branches  of  sport  during  the  year. 


The  introduction  of  new  gymnastic  equipment  has  certainly  increased  the  children’s  interest  and  stimulated 
them  to  greater  effort.  The  result  has  been  a marked  improvement  both  m performances  and  efficiency. 


The  general  standard  of  work  in  the  secondary  schools  was  good  and  considerable  progress  was  made  in  the 
teaching  of  vaulting,  agility  exercises  and  games  coaching. 


The  teaching  of  physical  training  in  the  primary  schools  has  yet  to  be  clarified,  and  much  experimental 
work  is  being  tried  out.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  a definite  policy  will  be  introduced  with  courses  tor 

men  teachers. 


All  Primary  schools  were  supplied  with  an  adequate  amount  of  small  games  equipment  including  hoops, 
skipping  ropes,  mats,  rubber  balls,  bean  bags  etc. 

Schools  using  the  Hall  for  physical  training  were  also  supplied  with  a limited  number  of  plimsolls  to  en- 
sure the  safety  of  the  children  whilst  exercising  on  the  apparatus. 


1 874  pairs  of  plimsolls  were  distributed  to  the  Primary  schools,  and  . an  additional  400  pairs  to  the 
secondary  schools  to  complete  their  stock.  Thanks  are  extended  to  the  Education  Committee  for  tWir  interest 
and  continued  assistance  in  the  provision  of  first  class  gymnastic  apparatus,  and  providing,  where  possible 
adequate  facilities  to  carry  out  a comprehensive  scheme  of  training. 


Organised  Games 

Schools  took  every  opportunity  of  attending  the  parks  and  playing  fields  for  organised  games  whenever 
weather  conditions  permitted.

Provision  of  Meals. 

The  number  of  meals  served  to  children  in  Newport  Schools  during  the  year  was  996,201  compared  witl 
1,070,403  during  the  previous  year. 


Mid-day  meals  are  now  supplied  in  32  canteens  of  which  18  are  self-contained  and  14  to  which  meals  art 
delivered  from  other  kitchens.  Nine  nursery  classes  also  receive  meals. 

Self-contained  canteens  were  opened  at  the  Gaer,  St.  Woolos,  Stow  Hill  and  the  Newport  High  Schooh 
during  the  year. 

During  the  year,  a total  of  2,612,705  one  third  pint  bottles  of  milk  were  consumed  compared  witl 
2,768,692  bottles  during  the  previous  year. 

Co-operation  of  Parents. 

Every  encouragement  is  given  to  parents  to  be  present  at  the  examination  of  their  children,  and  fhej 
respond  well. 

At  the  routine  inspections  the  percentage  attendance  of  parents  was  95.6  in  the  case  of  entrants,  76.9  for  tin 
second  age  group,  and  31.3  for  the  third  age  group,  and  for  the  combined  age  groups,  69.9  per  cent.  These  attend- 
ances are  set  out  in  tabular  form  below.
